John Sievers Jumps from Kenil- 
worth Sanitarium Window. 


SKULL FRACTURED BY FALL. 


; 
Management Tries to Withhoid Facts 
of This Fatality. 


A second patient of the Kenilworth sam- 
tarium met a violent death yesterday. 
Sievers, a wealthy farmer from near Val- 


‘pataiso, Ind., ran away from hie guard and 


leaped trom a window on the third floor of the 
building. He died half an hour later of a 
fracture of the skull. 

’ Bégar D. Harber, who was at the hospital 
for treatment, was killed by a Northwestern 
railroad train two weeks ago. 

Strenuous efforts were made by the man- 

. of the institution to prevent pubitc 
e yar of the latest affair. W.C. Sievers, 
brother of the victim, who was called to 
Kenilworth from Valparaiso, late last night 
told of it. 

Brother Tells of Fatality. 

The superintendent of the institution told 
me that my brother was in his room.“ he said, 
“ when a male nurse, supposed to guard him, 
entered for the purpose of cleaning and dust- 
ing the room. He said my brother left the 
room, ran down a Rall to a bathroom, and 
leaped from the window. 

He fell to the ground three stories below 
and died half an hour afterward of a fracture 
The accident happened shortly 
after 8 o'clock in the morning and I was no- 
tified by telegraph an hour after my brother 
died.“ 

Sievers said his brother, who was 27 years 
old, Rad suffered from periodical attacks of 
dementia for over two years and had been at 
tae sanitarium for two weeks. When asked 
regarding the protection afforded his brother 
Mr. Sievers said it was his understanding 
that the man was to have been under almost 
constant guard to prevent his injuring him- 
self. He said he had not been told by the 
authorities of the sanitarium whether the 
window was protected with bars or was open 
when his brother left his room. 


‘Coroner, Not Police, Notified. 

The Kenilworth police were not notified of 
Sievers’ death, but a report was made to 
Coroner Hoffman. Arrangements then were 
made to remove the body to Jordan’s under- 
taking rooms in Evanston. Thebrother, who 
was accompanied by another undertaker, did 
not like this plan, but, he says, was not per- 
mitted to alter it. 


Guards Keep Inquirers Away. 

Guards were stationed about the sanita- 
lum, supposedly to prevent otitsiders enter- 
ing or gaining information about the fatality. 
‘Mr. Sievers had an experience with these 
watchers. — 0 

“T was stopped by the guards when I ap- 
proached the place to inquire regarding the 
death of my brother and had considerable dif- 
cult in gaining entrance,“ he said. “‘ The 
guards seemed anxious to prevent a man 
whom they spoke of as Jackson from gain- 
ing access to the grounde and repeatediy 
questioned me as tomy identity. It was only 
after repeated protests on my part that they 
allowed me to see the superintendent of the 
ganitarium.” 

Coroner Hoffman will holé the inquest at 
the Evanston undertaker’s. 


Death of Mr. Harber. 

Mr. Herber, who was one of the wealthiest 
business men of Bloomington, was killed 
May 20. He was supposed to be recovering 
from the nervous collapse for which he had 
been under treatment, and was walking with

Korwin narrowly escaped with his lite after. 
a terrible experience. For two hours, his | 
balloon sped southwesterly over the channel | 
until a cross current of wind caught ft and 
drove it back toward the point from which 
it had started. Meanwhile the gas with 
which the balloon had been inflated nearly 
became exhausted and only by a narrow 
margin was the aeronaut kept above the 
surface of the water. 

Six hours after he had started from Lon- | 
don Korwin descended in a field near Dieppe, 
having been unable to make further naviga- 
tion. That whe was not killed the chevalier 
considers a miracle. Long before landing he 
gave up all hope of being rescued from his 
perilous position. In a dramatic way he und 
made preparations to meet death, so confi- 
dent was he there was no escape. He tossed 
‘provisions from the basket, lit a cigaret while 
the gas was pouring from the open valve, and 
awaited the end. 


Conditions All st Him. 

The failure of Korwin to reach his destina- 
tlon was anticipated. It was apparent when 
he started he had only the remotest change 
of success. Conditions were all against him, 
with the wind far from being favorable The 
carrying power of the balloon wae greatly | 
diminished by the use of coal gas instead of 
hydrogen, as originally planned. He en- 
countered obstacles which could not be over- 
come. 7 

Taking a southeeeterly course after the 
ascent at Barl’s Court, the balloon nego- 
tiated the distance between London and the 
channel in slow time. Up to that point the 
trip was without incident, although the grad- 
ual exhaust of gas mage it necessary for the 
golitary occupant of the balloon to throw out 
ballast. 

At the moment the balloon reached the 
channel Korwin noticed a heavy mist and 
realized a storm was brewing. For the frac- 
tiom of a second he hesitated whether to pro- 
ceed,’ but before he could decide a freah gust 
ot wind swept him over the channel. A few 
moments later the storm broke and rain fell 
in torrents.

Husbands of Chicago clubwomen are recon- 
elled to being up dy their wives 
Some of them, indeed, view the proposition 


Those are the ones who have been - hus- 
bands of clubwomen for a long time and have 
been. trained properly. 

A number of husbands of the bers 
who have been attending the convention of 
the general federation in St. Paul were asked 
yesterday what they thought of the propo- 
sition by their wives to elevate them intel- 
lectually and morally along economic and 
sociological lines. 

The husbands, bearing in mind, doubtless, 
the fact that their wives would soon be home, 
and that anything that they (the husbands) 
would say on the matter of “uplifting” 
would be subject to criticism, hastened to 
place themselves on record in such a way 
that there might be no misconception of their 
position. 

They said they were willing to be uplifted. 
They praised the work of their wives in the 
women’ s clubs. 


Wants to Read Newspapers. 
Among the husbands of clubwomen inter- 
viewed only one turned. He said he did not 
object to elevating, so that he was allowed to 
read his newspapers in peace, 

Clubwomen are all right,” he sald, * but 
why don’t they use the initials of their hus- 
bands in their club directories?” Then he 
pleaded for several minutes that this section 


ot the Interview be expunged. His wife has 


been a federator for eight years. 

James Frake, husband of one of the best 
known clubwomen at the convention, said 
personally he had no visas ves to make about 
being uplifted. - 

1 think,“ said he, that wind wife has had 
@ great deal to do with uplifting me and it 
will be found that husbands of all clubwomen 
will agree with me. 

“ As for guarding the men against the drug 
trust, adulterated food products, the smoke 
evil, graft, and other baneful evils, they 
have been doing that for a great many years 
or have been trying to do it, and I think that 
they should have proper credit. 8 


One Man Has Two Viewpoints. 
John D. Sherman, whose wife is recording 
secretary of the federation, had this to say: 

“I necessarily look upon the missions of 
the general federation from two separate 
and distinct viewpoints. As a professional 
book reviewer I say more power to the 
women, for the trash of the literary output is 
the bane of my existence. As the husband 
of a federation officer I must be loyal and 
will agree to read only selected works—as 


| & private individual.“ 


The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones was rejoiced, 
he said, to note that the clubwomen thought 
it worth while “ uplifting the men. 

“TIT am glad.“ said he, “that the women 
are beginning to interest themselves in their 
husbands again. It isan exceedingly hopeful 
sign. I never have believed much in sex 
clubs. What I should like to see is the 
abolition of all wemen’s clubs and all men’s 
clubs and to have organized in their stead 
men and women’s clubs, where the sexes 
will meet on equal footing. 

“As far as raising the standard of the 
literary tastes of the men is concerned, I 
think it will be found that the men read just 
ae solid Mterature as the women.” 

Dr. Jones said he knew the Rev. Florence 
Buck, pastor of a Unitarian church in Ken- 
osha, who had promulgated the husband 
uplifting " theories in the St. Paul meet- 
ing. quite well. He considers her an able 
woman. * 

Sure He Hasn’t Been Lowered. 

“TI am not sure whether I want to be up- 
lifted,” said J. H. Beers. whose wife is one 
of the officers of the federauon. This is 
going outside my field. I can’t say that I 
have been elevated any, but I am sure I 
haven't been lowered by my wife's ideals, 
formed in her club circles. As for the prob- 
lem novel, I haven't much time to read it.“ 

William H. Tyler, the husband of another 
officer, thought he was able to judge for 
himself the best sort of literary fuel de- 


manded by his intellectual fires. 


J read all the late books, anyway,“ he 
said. *‘ Generally speaking, I think any man 
is willing to be uplifted by some nice wom- 
an, if it is necessary. I will not admit that 
it is necessary in my case. Women's clubs 
are doing good all the time and ought to be 
encouraged.” 

John C. Ames, whose poh belongs to the 
Chicago Woman's club, sai 

“Eh? O, that St. Paul 9 Now, you 
know I've been sick for several days and 
haven't had time to think about it. You 
don't mean uplifting im politics? O, Mtera- 
ture. I don't read much Nterature except 
the Sunday newspapers. If the women want 
to uplift their husbands and regulate the 
smoke evil, I say don't stop them.“ 


Magistrate Gives a Testimonial. 

“TI have been greatly uplifted, said Jus- 
tice Thomas Bradwell, “‘ and hope others 
‘have been the same.” 

“I am in hearty accord with anything 
along the lines of a higher citizenship,” said 
Fred A. Lorenz. Ihe great need of the 
age is for a better code of social ethics, 
Young people, not necessarily husbands, 
though they are included, should be infiu- 
egced by the women to a higher standard 
of honor in business Me.“ 

E. G. Cooley said the clubwomen were 
doing a great work.

MODEL FLAT AID

building material and labor varying much, 
according to accessibility and season. 

„ Having paid cash for their lot, there re- 
mains but $200 toward the first payment on 
the house. They arrange with a building and 
loan association to borrow the rest, giving a 
first mortgage upon the property. This costs 
them $1.25 monthly upon each $100 of the 
loan, and is to be paid as rent, all above the 
interest applying upon the liquidation of the 
principal.” 


Kitchen and Food Hints. 

With this explanatory foreword the guide 
led the tourists into the model kitchen which 
contained patent devices for washing dishes 
guaranteed not to wet the hands. All the 
bride has to do is to drop the plates into it 
and turn the crank. There was a fireless 
stove to permit of economy in the use of gas 
and a dozen other patent devices which can 
be operated by the most inexperienced dé- 
butante that ever took the fatal leap. Over 
the kitchen table were hung placards for the 
bride to study so as to be certain that she 
is playing the cooking game according to 
Hoyle. Such headings as these are printed 
in largo type on the placards: 

Food and diet—nutrients of food and their uses 
in the body. 

Food materials as purchased. 

Composition of food materials. 

Pecuniary economy of food. 

On these signs are revenled the secrets of 
the values of different foods and the amounts 
of various eatables which a 5. cent piece or 
a dime will buy from the corner grocer. 

It is further revealed that one-fourth pound 


of fat, one-fourth pound of protein, and one, 


pound of carbo hydrate would be supplied 
by about one-half pound of meat, two or 
three ounces of butter, and nearly one and 
one-half pounds each of bread and potatoes. 
A Ust then is given showing à larger selec- 
tion of foods in which the same quantitiés 
of different food values are contained, it be- 
ing felt that the husband might rebel against 
a steady diet of meat, potatoes, bread, and 
butter. Supplement the list as follows: 

Meat and fish, 8 to 16 ounces; salt pork and 
lard, % to 1; eggs, 1 to 2; butter, % to 2; milk, 
4 to 16; sugar, 2 to 8; flour, 10 to 12; cereals, 
1 to 2; peas and beans, 1 to 2; other vegeta- 
bies or fruit, 8 to 6; dry fruits, ½ to 1. These 
items for a day's ration can be supplied at 
a cost of 26 to 80 cents a day, according to 
quality. 


As to Dietary Standards. 


But it weuld be unwise for a man who in- 
tends to marry, according to the federatior 
schedule, to choose a wife whose appetite jis 
more vigorotis than his. The rules permit 

a woman to eat only four-fifths as much a= 
~ man, as is indicated by the following state- 
ment: 

“The dietary standards usually calculate 
the amount needed by a woman as 0/8 as 
much as a man, and children at various frac- 
tions of the unit of the measurement, accord- 
ing to their age.“ 

So when the young Oliver Twist of the 
family—eiways hoping that there be one 
‘clamors for “more,” he should de scien- 
tifically soothed with a remonstrance some- 
thing like this: 

“Oliver, you already have had your 0.88 
of proteins, fats, and carbohydrates, which 
is all that the system allows to a boy of 7 
years.

you have no right to be hungry; stop being 
hungry this instant.

Dining Room Pointers. 

Here the guide paused and stepping for- 
ward pushed her way between the portieres 
that divided the dining room from the parior. 

“This is the dining room,“ she said, sum- 
moning the tourists to follow her, “ the main 
considerations in a dining room are cleanii- 
ness and cheerfulness. The table cabinet, 
chairs, and tableware should not have elabo- 
rate carving and intricate pattern, which are 
impossible to keep clean. Wedding presents 
usually go far towards furniahing silver and 
dainty accessories for the dining table, which 
should be round if possible. For general 
points om household decorations Mre. Can- 
dace Wheeler's books will be found heipful.“ 

The remaining rooms were entered one 
after another and then the guide turned to 
the tourists and said: 

The former committee on household 
economies of the federation turned the at- 
tention of the clubs to the need of schools of 
domestic science, but the present one, with- 
out neglecting the schools, wishes to em- 
phasize the need of a simple home life and 
to help the women now absorbed with the 
daily struggle for clean homes and pure food. 
It is the sincere wish of our committee that 
our work may help not only young home- 
makers, but that our investigations and con- 
clusione will aid the clubwomen themselves 
to make their homes more perfect and at the 
game time minimise the labor of housekeep- 
ing. se

HANS WAGNER AS EXAMPLE 
FOR SEMINARY STUDENTS. 


Minister Tells Girls of Washington, Pa., 
School That Ball Player Ulustra 
Need of Preparation for Life’s Work. 


Washington, Pa., June 3.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Archibald R. Robinson of Butler, Pa., 
in a baccalaureate sermon preached today 
to the girls of Washington seminary, took 
Hens Wagner, the ball player, as an example 
to convince the girls that they must equip 
themselves fully if they would make a suc- 
dess in life. He said: 

Training is the ability to use skillfully our 
furnishment. Honus Wagner, Pennsylva- 
nia’s hero in the baseball world, would tell 
you that the greatest batters feel it an actual 
calamity when they break their favorite bat. 
The simple fact is that, no matter how good 
a hitter a ball player is, he’ 8 handicapped if 
he has to use a strange bat.“ 


Dr. Moulton Talks to Normal Pupils. 

Bloomington, III., June 3.—[{Special.}—Dr. 
Richard Green Moulton, professor of lit- 
erary, theory, and interpretation of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, delivered the baccalau- 
reate address before the students of the State 
Normal university here this morning, mark- 
ing the formal opening of commencement 
week. 

Dr. Moulton advocated the literary study 
of the bible as distinctive from the theolog- 
ical and criticism. He declared that new 
and infinitely greater beauty is seen in the 
bible when it is studied in its true literary 
form. In the scientific, as distinguished from 
the popular, study of literature the bible 
furnishes an excellent field for the lllustra- 
tion of literary morphology. The new stu- 
dents recognize the bible as made up of 
dramas, epic poems, solids, essays, histories, 
philosophy, and similar literary forms, as in 
Greek literature. Study of its literary form 
is always found to accentuate the spiritual 
appreciation of scripture. 

Dr. Moulton, in the course of his address, 
impressed upon his audience the vast impor- 
tance to liberal education of the study of bib- 
lical literature side by side with that of 
classical literature of ancient Greece.

Suicide Adds Dramatic Feature. 

The capture and suicide Saturday night at 
Torrejon de Ardos of Manuel Morales, the 
chief suspect in the bomb outrage against 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria, adds an- 
‘other dramatic chapter to the ‘incidents sur- 
rounding the royal wedding. 

A close examination of the dead man 
showed that there were three abrasions on 
the body besides the death wound—one on 
the hand, one under the left eye. and one on 
the forehead. His disguise was complete to 
the last detail, even including the common 
steel watch ordinarily carried by workmen. 

The y of Morales was exposed this aft- 
ernoon for the purpose of allaying public in- 
dignation. Thousands of persons surged be- 
fore the municipal morgue seeking to get in 
line to be admitted to the room where the 
body lay, but cavalry and infantry blocked 
the efforts of the throng, which murmured 
imprecations against the ‘assassin, Public 
feeling was intense, chiefly because of the 
great number of victims, twenty-four per- 
sons being killed and more than eighty 
wounded. 

Final disposition of the body of Morales 
has not yet been determined upon, but the 
public demands an ignominous burial. 

The features of Morales were good, almost 
refined, but his forehead was badly shaped. 
The ears were large. The hands were clean 
and delicate, with the naile carefullv 
trimmed. One hand had been recently in- 
jured. ‘The man’s age was about 30 years. 

The neglect of the guard to search Morales 
when he arrested him cost him his life. The 
guard carried a carbine, but Morales’ act 
was so sudden no arms could have availed. 
The wnfortunate gendarme leaves a widow 
and children, to whom, it is understood, the 
reward of $5,000 offered for the discovery of 
the assassin will be given. 

A man, believed to have been Morales’ 
accomplice, has been arrested by the police 
some distance beyond Torrejon, on the road 
to Saragossa. He was bargaining for a pair 
of mules for himeelg and a friend, whom, he 
said, he expected to arrive on the night 
train. When the prisoner's papers were ex- 
amined they were found to be forged. 


Suicide Driven from Home. 

BARCELONA, June 3.—Sefior Morales, 
father of the anarchist who attempted to kill 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria and who 
committed suicide at Torr@jon de Ardos, was 
geen at Barcelona today. He is the pro- 
prietor of a factory there. He is highly re- 
spected. Answering the questions of an in- 
specter of police concerning his son, he said: 

„ wish to know nothing of this infamous 
creature. formerly bearing my name. I have 
not considered him my son since I drove him 
from my house March 1. The reason for his 
being cast out was purely domestic, and I 
beg to be excused from disclosing it. I do 
not know whether he was connected with 
the attempt on the lives of the king and 
queen, as I have considered him dead since 
he was cast out March 1.” 

Morales’ brother, Facundo, gave these de- 
tails concerning the dead man: 

“At an early age he was sent to the mer- 
cantile centers of Germany and France, 
where he became ah expert in textile pro- 
duction, but his natural bent was chemistry, 
and he returned to his home with a library 


His morose disposition led to family trouble, 
which culminated in his father disowning 
him. Then Morales translated German chem- 
ical books for the Ecole Moderne at Barce- 


‘Jona. He lived quietly in a boarding house 


and had few acquaintances. He left Barce- 


for a long time. 


MR. WU QUITS IN DISGUST. 


Former Chinese Minister, Failing in Er- 
forts to Reform Celestial Govern- 


ment, Retires to Shanghai. 


PEKING, June 3.—Wu Ting Fang, former 
Chinese minister to Washington, has left 
Peking on a leave of absence. It is said that 
he will probably live in Shanghai, being dis- 
gusted with Chinese official life. 

After he returned from America Wu Ting 
Fang gained considerable influence over ths 
empress dowager, but the coyrt officiais 
threw obstacies In the path of his reform 
scheme and their intrigues finally relegated 
him to minor offices without power. 

He has been outspoken in his denunciations 
Miclaldom. <A 
few years ago he would have lost his head 


‘for his plain speaking.

ATTEMPT ON ALFONSO AND BRIDE 
STIRS POWERS. 


Discovery of Plot at Ancona May 
Have Saved Italy’s King—London 
‘Expert Says There Are Anarchist 
Clabs Throughout England—Immi- 
gration Bureau Moves Against Sus- 
pects in This Country and Officials 
Favor Sterner Repressive Measures, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, June 3.+An Italian statesman as- 
serts. that the discovery of an anarchist plo* 
and a number of bombs at Ancona appears 
to show that the conspiracy is more serious 
than at first reported. 

As the discovery coincided with the attempt 
to kill King Alfonso and Queen Victoria, it 
leads to the belief that the anarchists pos- 
sess, besides an efficient organization, the 
means of communication and an understand- 
ing by which they escape the detection of 
the police of any individual state, who are 
unable to act until too late. 

Hence the measures adopted at the Rome 
conference ate recogniged as inefficient. 
Proper surveillance of anarchists, which al- 
most amounts to their suppression, is im- 
possible unless a body of international police 
be formed. Italy is willing to initiate anoth- 
er.conference provided the adhesion of all 
other powers is obtained. Meanwhile the va- 
rious governments are exchanging views on 
the subject. 


Plot to Kill Italy’s King. 
There is no doubt that the discovery of the 


plot at Ancona, which has been a hotbed ot 


anarchism ever since the notorious Malates'a 
intreduced the cult there in 1894, forestalied 
an outrage when the king lays the corner 
stone of a hospital there on June 24. 

Bombs about the size of oranges were found 
concealed in a cupboard in a barber shop, 
They could easily have been hidden in bou- 
quets. Although it is said there are thou- 
sands of anarchists in Ancona itself, some 
newspapers attack England as the chief 
cause of the mischief, owing to her giving 
afylum to the “ reds.”’ 

Giornale says the international police n- 
formed the government of an Italian an- 
archist who was on the way to Burope from 
Paterson, N. J., with the intention of killiag 
the king at the opening of the Milan ex- 
ribition. He was tracked through England. 
France, and Switzerland, and finally arrested 
at Como, with.a revolver in his possession. 


Anarchist Clubs All Over England.

LONDON, June 4, 3 a. m.—The Telegraph 
quotes an expert, who has watched the prog- 
ress of anarchism in Great Britain and 
Europe for years, as saying that London is 
not the only center of anarchism in Great 
Britain.

Every large center 
of population. contains them.

Nearly all the desperadoes are foreigners 
and doubtiess they will continue to frequent 
the country until laws are made conferring 
om the British police the same powers of 
expulsion as are enjoyed by the police of 
other countries. 


American Officials for Sterner Measures. 

Washington, D. C., June 3.—[{Special. At ts 
expected here that the attempt to assassinate 
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria will re- 
sult in a renewal of the efforts made after the 
murder of King Humbert of Italy to bring 
about an international agreement for the sup-, 
preasion of anarchists. These efforts were 
abortive. as far as international codperation 
was concerned, but resulted in more rigid en- 
forcement of the immigration laws by the 
United States authorities. 

At present the statutes forbid the admission 
to this country of persons who favor violent 


measures against representatives of organ- | 


ized governments, but there is a strong feel- 
ing in congress and among officials generally 
that more drastic measures dealing with 
anarchists would be justified. ,

abouts of suspected anarchists who recently 
have been admitted to the United States.

One member at 
least was not present because he did not 
propose to place himself in a position which 
might force him to oppose the president's 
program of meat regulation. 


Exaggerated Stories Increase Alarm. 

Judge Cowan of Texas, who represents the 
American National Live Stock association, 
which includes all the associations of the 
west and especially the Texas cattle dealers, 
impressed upon the president yesterday that 
infinite harm was being done the cattle and 
meat industry by the grossly exaggerated 
charges about conditions in the packing 
houses which have been circulated. The 
president did not hesitate to tell him he was 
aware of this fact, but that he could not as- 


sume responsibility for injury to the health 


of the people when the packers permitted 
such indescribably filthy conditions to exist 
in thelr establishments. | 

The Neill-Reynolds report will show that 
floors were examined which were coated with 
grease and blood half an inch thick. Some 
of the rooms were clean and well kept. Oth- 
ers were so dirty as to nauseate the commis- 
sioners. The president feels that nothing 
ever has occurred half as injurious as the 
exaggerated statements which have been 
published and he believes, and the packers 
believe, that the publication of the Nei- 
Reyonlds report will have a sobering effect. 


Damage Already Done Abroad. 


The damage has been done, however, to the 
industry. There is apprehension that most 
of the countries of Europe will exclude 
American meat. products. At home reports 
indicate that the people are buying fish in- 
stead of meat. he American people are 
careful about what they eat, and they do not 
propose to run the risk of consuming bad or 
preserved food. 

“ The manifest duty of the American con- 
Kress, said an official of the administration 
today who is close to the president. is to 
have legislation so farreaching and effectual 
that the condition’ which exist can be reme- 
died and their recurrence prevented. Of 
course, if the Beveridge amendment is enact- 
ed into law, it is possible that some one in- 
spector may neglect his dutfes. But he can 
bé gotten rid of. : 

There is & battle going on today between 
the two contending forces. On the one side 
we have the president oot. the secretary of 
agriculture insisting —_— the enactment of 
adequate legislation. n the other there is 
a well organized body, of which the packers 
form a large and powerful section, insisting 
upon an inspection which will prove a sham. 
Five cents per head upon all cattle 
slaughtered is not a heavy tax, whether 
berne by the packers, the producers, or the 
consumers. This 5 cents will be levied upon 
each animal killed. It is asserted it will fall 
heaviest upon the poor farmer who slaugh - 
ters one or two steers a day oraweek. That 
is to say, he will have to pay 5 or 10 cents only 
upon a steer for the inspection. 


Cost of Inspection Not Vital. 


“The packer who slaughters 4,000 or 5,000 
animais a day will have to pay for them 
5 cents each. Consequently the greatest cost 
will fall upon the packer. I do not believe 
this is a point which will weigh with the 
small producers, though the packers are 
making a great deal of it in the hope of arous- 
ing a strong sentiment against the provision 
to defray the cost of the inspection service 
with the fees collected. The packers know 
that with the agricultural committee con- 
stituted as it is today it is utterly impossible 
to hope for adequate appropriations to en- 
able adequate inspection. 

We have the best cattle in the world. 
As near as the bureau of animal industry 
is able to estimate probably 10 per cent of 
the stock in the east has tuberculosis. In 
the west the percentage is much smaller. 


In Europe 40 per cent of the stock are af- - 


flicted with the disease. The important thing 
we need from congress is not the inspection 
of the animals at the time of slaughtering. 
That is all right now, but we want the law 
to go farther and enable the inspector to 
follow the meat from thé time it arrives on 
the hoof in the stockyards until it leaves the 
packing establishment for the market. 

It looks to us as if the packers and their 
representatives here, in spite of what they 
say, do not want this done. The president 
is determined, however, that the country 
shall know where lies the responsibility for 
correction of the awful conditions found.“ 


Stockmen Vitally Interested. 


Judge Cowan has seen a number of mem 
bers of the senate and house in the interest 
of the association he represents. 

In view of the possible and almost certain 
curtailment of the trade in meat and {ts prod- 
ucts both in this and foreign countries,” he 
said today, the stock men and the farmers 
engeged in the business of raising or fatten- 
ing live stock are more Vitally interested in 
the subject of that trade and the assaults 
upon it than anybody else.

Army Officer Insists 3 ,000 American 
Soldiers Have Died 8 Effects 
of “Embalmed Beef.’’

Kansas City, Mo., June 3.— Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, who is here on his way to Colorado 
to address state university students, said 
tonight: 

“The. disclosures about beef and other 
packing house products now being exploited 
are no news to me. I knew it seven years 
ago. 

I believe that 3,000 United States soldiers 
lost their lives because of adultérated, im- 
pure, poisonous meat. 

The Investigating committee closed the 
case and refused to hear 2,000 witnessxe 
whom I had ready. At that time 1 could 
have secured the testimony of 100,000 men 
that the canned beef sold to the army was Im- 
pure, adulterated, and unwholesome.“ 
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Michael Donnelly, presider t of the Butcher 
Workmen's union, gg the 8 


to appear, and instead of addressing the 


crowd. he told the reporters and a group of 


friends his views of stockyards conditions 
Confining himself to the 9 insanitary 
conditions which surround$the preparation 
of meat and food products for the market, the 
labor leader declared that criticism of the 
packers is just and that nearly everything 


that has been written or said on the subject 


is right. 
In giving the cause and remedy Donnelly 
found his theme in the class of workingmef 
which are brought to Packingtown from 


southern Europe. He said these men knew 
nothing of the principles of cleanliness, and 
as long as they were employed the present 
conditions would prevail. He declared that 


the packers insisted on having these men, 
and would not hire a clean, intelligent Amer- 
ican. 

Detective Discredits Simons’ Story. 
President Swift of Swift & Co. had received 
rom a detective agency a full report on the 

truth of the charges made by A. M. Simons 
that a man named Hammond and his son, 
Forty-seventh street and Ashland avenue, 
had been boiled to death in vats of lard at 
the stockyards. ‘The investigation revealed 
that while the two people had fallen into 
vats, as stated, their bodies had not been 
consumed.

AMERICANS SAFE In MEXICO. 


The friendly relations which have sub- 
sisted between Mexico and the United 


| States will not be jarred by the labor 


troubles at the copper mines of ,Cananea. 


The Mexican authorities have acted with 


a vigor and cleverness Which begets faith 
in their ability to control the situation and 
protect the Americans engaged in mining 
operations there. 

The governor of Sonora has avoided all 
possibility of international disturbance by 
accepting the Americans who were eager 
to cross the line and making them a part 
of his posse, This gives them an official 
status which calls for submission from 
tke rioters, who otherwise might claim that 
they were performing a patriotic service by 
Iriving out invaders. If the Americans 
had not been accepted as helpers by the 
governor some of the hot headed ones 
would have crossed the line just the same 
and serious difficulties would have resulted. 

The Mexican regular soldiers who have 
been sent to the scene of rioting by the 
president of the republic of Mexico will be 
soon on hand and will enable the authorities 
to dispense with the Arizona volunteers. 
At this distance it is impossible to say 
what excuse there was for an outbreak, 
but if it had proceeded from race hatred 
2nd nothing more. it is not likely to be 


their own government is in earnest in the 
matter of protecting foreigners. An inva- 
sion of their territory is quite as unneces- 
sary to prevent further bloodshed as an 
invasion of Louisiana by Italian troops 
would have been at the time of the New 
Orleans lynchings. 

The development of Mexico by foreign 
capital is an important part of the pro- 
gram of President Diaz and his associates. 
The abandonment of the Cananea mines 
would mean the ruin of a city of 20,000. 
inbabitants. More than that, a general 
slosing of northern Mexico to foreigners 
or a refusal to protect them would lead 
in one way or another to the loss of the 
part of Mexico and its acquisition by the 
United States. The Mexican governor is 
ehrewd enough to see all this, and by his 
prompt action has save! the day, turning

Mexican officials. 

Net the least of the benefits conferred 
upon his country by the long rule of Presi- 
dent Diaz is the internal tranquillity and 
tLe confidence which he has inspired 
abroad that, except in the regions where 
the Indians are hostile, as the Sioux or 
the Apaches were once in this country, 
foreigners will have full protection. 


A QUESTION OF SALARY. 

Several recent utterances have been to the 
effect that members of congress are exceed- 
ingly unwilling to provide for any govern- 
ment official a salary larger than that which 
they themselves receive. Their reasoning 
seems to be that if $5,000 be counted suffi- 
cient for them it ought to be regarded as 
enough for any other public servant. Only 
a little thought shows the weakness of such 
an argument. A member of congress re- 
ceives $10,000 for the work of his two years’ 
term. But, as a usual thing, he spends not 
more than ten months in actual service, 
seven of these in the first session, and then, 
after five months’ respite, three more in the 
short session. Thus he has fourteen months 
out of the twenty-four for his private busi- 
ness, even if he attends faithfully to publie 
duties during the other ten, an assumption 
not always supported by the facts. 

Even while on duty he has many opportu- 
nities to make a good deal of extra money, 
especially if he be a lawyer, and that, too, 
without leaving Washington. In Daniel 
Webster's “ Private Correspondence ” there 
are memoranda showing an income of 
$15,000 from August, 1818, to August, 1819,

Munieh an anonymous pamphlet entitled 
“The Austrian Nobility and Its Constitu- 
tional Mission,” which created an immense 
sensation abo the dual empire and in 
Germany. 

The pamphlet assailed the great aris- 
tocracy of Austria, which owed its seats in 
the house of lords at Vienna to birthright, 
charging it with indolence and incapacity. It 
claimed that whatever work was accom, 
plished by the upper house as a body was 
performed by its life members, that is to 
say, by those of boprgeois origin, who were 
indebted. for their presence in the upper 
house to the favor of the crown. 

The pamphlet then went on to assert that 
this attitude of the nobility was the result 
of the education of its members by the 
Jesuits, who. may be said well nigh.to 


monopolize the education of the Roman. 


4 Catholic royalty and aristocracy in the old 
world. The author insisted that the Jesuits 
imbued their pupils with the most reac- 
tionary ideas, teaching them to despise and 
to oppose everything in the nature of a 
popular movement, of liberalism, of enlight- 
enment and social progress, and to strive 
for a restoration of the conditions of a hun- 
dred years ago, when the power of the crown 
was absolute, and the nobility was still able 
to lord it over the people. 

The pamphlet, which was cleverly written, 
showing an intimate acquaintance with con- 
ditions in the Austrian house of lords, and 
with the defects of the aristocracy of the 
dual empire as a body, was widely discussed, 
and had the effect of leading.some of the 
younger generation of the Austrian nobility, 
such as the present premier, Prince Conrad 
Hohenlohe, to ally themselves with the lib- 
eral rather than with the conservative party. 

— 


All sorts of speculation were indulged in as 
to the authorship of the pamphlet. But so 
far as the public was concerned no one seems 
to have had any idea of the truth until a 
short time ago, when Prof. Menger revealed 
the fact that the writer of the pamphlet 
was no other than Crown Prince Rudolf, 
who had himself received the early part of 
his education from the Jesuits. It seems 
that a short time before the pamphlet ap- 
peared he had made an incognito tour of the 
various European capitals with Prof. Men- 
ger, who was his teacher of political 
economy, for the purpose of studying po- 
litical eonditions abroad, Where the prince 
and his mentor remained the longest was in 
London, and it seems that the Austrian heir 
apparent was profoundly impressed there by 
the English house of lords, admiring the 
manner in which it fulfilled its role of 
moderator of all ill, considered and hasty 
legisildtion by the house of commons. He 
likewise praised the manner in which its 
members were recruited, and, above all, he 
was enthusiastic about the patriotic way 
in which the peers of the realm took their 
legislative duties and civic obligations to 
heart. 

Prof. Menger, after calling attention to the 
comparisons drawn by the crown prince, in 
the pamphlet, between the house of lords 
in England and the house of lords at Vienna, 
wound up by declaring that it was he himself 
who had undertaken in behalf of the crown 
prince the publication of the pamphlet at 
Munich, a fact which ‘investigation has 
served to confirm. 

— — 

Of course, this goes to prove that the crown 
prince, at the time of the publication, was 
opposed to the order of the Jesuits, and re- 
garded its influence upon the aristocracy of 
Austria as disastrous. On the strength of 
this the enemics of the order have built up a 
most eircumstantial story to show how the 
crown prince’s unfortunate entanglement, 
leading up to his violent death at Meyerling, 
had been brought about purposely, step by 
step, by.the Jesuits, with the object of pre- 
venting the accession to the throne of a 
prince so hostile to their society, and in order 
to make way for the late Archduke Louls 
Charles and for his eldest son, the present 
heir apparent, both of whom the Jesuits 
knew to be imbued with their ideas. That 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the next heir 
to the throne, personifies, in the eyes of the 
people, both at home and abroad, reaction- 
ary ideas rather than liberalism cannot be 
denied, It is equally certain that, rightly or 
wrongly, the public ascribes his toryism 
and his clericalism to the fact that he re- 
celved his education and training at the 
hands of the Jesuits.

Thinks Martyr Didn’t Know. 
John W. Lewis, ‘formerly congressman 
from the Eighth district of Kentucky, says 
in a treatise on the life of Abraham Lincoln: 
« “It is known and established that the — 
ents of the martyred president moved fre 
this county (Washington) to what was thes 
Hardin cqunty, and is now Larue. Many 
‘persons presumed that the marriage oc- 
curred in Hardin county, if at all, and the 
records of the Hardin County court were 
searched for the record, of course, without 
finding it. Samuel Haycraft, who lived over 


80 years when he died, and was for many 


years clerk of the Hardin County court, told 
the author of this that President Lincoln 
had written to him during his first term ask- 
ing to make and send him a certified copy 


of the marriage record of his parents, and. 


that he made a thorough search of the rec- 
ords of his office and, failing to find any such 
record, so informed the president, and that 
he never heard from him afterward in regard 
to the matter. 

“This being true shows that the president 
himself, knowing of the residence in Hardin 
county and leaving his native state a mere 
boy of tender years, presumed.that the mar- 
riage of his parents occurred in Hardin 
county, as well as his own birth, and was 
ignorant of the fact that the home of his 
parents before their marriage was in Wash- 
ington county. However, his father was a 
native of Washington county, and his 
mother, Nancy Hanks Lincoln, was reared 
by and lived with her aunt, Mrs. Richard 
Berry, whose husband, Richard Berry Sr., 
was her guardian.

Misled as to Facts. 

„Now, as the president Was misled as to 
the place where the marriage of his parents 
occurred and where the record of said mar- 
riage was kept, it is easy to understand how 
he may have been misled as to the place of his, 
birth. That he told himself and believed 
that he was born at the place in Nolin, Hardin 
county, now Larue, is not a matter of 
doubt. In fact, that is stated by Messrs. 
Nicolay and Hay in their history of, the 
president upon his own authority. Having 
written Mr. Haycraft, the clerk at Eliza- 
bethtown, for the record of the marriage 
of his parents, he doubtless, except for the 
investigation made at his own request. by 
Mr. Haycraft, the clerk, would have stated 
S Iso that the marriage had occurred there.’ 

The John Hardesty affidavit says: 

I have often heard my father say that he 
wes present and witnessed the marriage of 
Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanks at the 
residence of Richard Berry in the year 1800; 
that shortly after their marriage they occu- 
pied a small log cabin, which is now stand- 
ing, near Beechland, Washington county. 
Their first child was a girl, and died in in- 
fancy: that another child was born to them 
in the same log cabin, which was named Abe 
or Abraham. Shortly after the birth of Abe, 
Thomas Lincoln determined to look for a new 
location, and as he had no one to stay with 
his wife and child while he was gone, he pro- 
cured William Hardesty to do so. My father 
told me that he did stay with Mrs. Lincoln 
aud the child Abe a short time, when Thomas 
Lincoln was in Hardin county, and my father 
has often told me that during this time he

Already the road beyond the high hedge is 
becoming noisy with the voices of passersby, 
while through its interstices come flashes of 
the bright colors the natives love to wear;

scon. The troops are made up of a few Sikhs 
from India, and the king’s African Rifles, 
native soldiers under English officers, and a 
fine, sturdy, efficient body of men in their 
khaki uniforms. 

In the early days of British rule in this 
country the predecessors of these native 
troops twice revolted, once in 1893, when 
in one or two cases they not only killed but 
also ate their officers; again in 1896, troops 
brought down from more northern territories 
mutinied because of what they claimed (and 
not without justice) was a broken contract.

Review Shows Good Training. 


The review showed excellent training and 
was interesting, as all military parades are.

Government House Charming. 

Government house is a charming residence, 
built on slightly rising ground, so that the 
back opens out on a level terrace while the 
front verandas are approached by a broad; 
hospitable flight of steps, banked on both 
sides by a beautiful collection of ferns und 
flowering plants. The wide, scrééned In 
veranda stretches the full length of this side 
of the house, .125 or 150 feet from end to end. 
The big reception room, into which one 
steps from this, is high ceilinged and of gen- 
erous proportions. It's vast white walls are 
Hung with the finest lion and tiger skins I’ve 
ever seen, for Col. Sadler is an ardent and 
skillful sportsman and these are all trophies 
of his chase, The room is charmingly kur- 
nished with a mingling of eastern and west- 
ern furniture, while books, photographs, and 
a profusion of flowers always give it a pecu- 
Harly habitable look. 

The night of the ball it was a veritable 
bower of vines, roses, and tropical blossoms 
and well lighted with lamps and candles. 
The long veranda was hung with flags and 
draperies and one-half of it was devoted to 
bridge players, for whom eight or ten tables 
were placed in a row, with cigars, cigarets, 
and decanters near at hand. 


Party Entirely Up to Date, 


As in all such out of the way frontier set- 
tlements the men far outnumbered the 
women. There were that evening: eighteen 
ladies, and between seventy and eighty men, 
60 partners never were lacking, and the dan- 
cers among the ladies were kept whirling to 
the point of exhaustion. Remote though we 
were from civilization, the assemblage would 
have done credit to any place. The women 
were exceedingly well dressed, and most of 
the men wore the unmistakable stamp of 
the well born Englishman, while their uni- 
forms were a distinct improvement on the 
conventional black and white evening dress. 
The music was supplied by a pianola, while 
in the intervals, from an excellent gramo- 
phone in a shaded nook on the veranda, float- 
ed strains of Melba’s songs, Sarasate’s violin, 
and other musical gems. 

Outside at the foot of the steps squatted 
the ricksha boys, a cheerful, chattering 
crowd, who evidently enjoyed the music and 


the revelry.

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH PAS- 


Preachers Throughout the West Will 
Be Aroused to Renewed Efforts by 
the Work of the Chicago Minister, 
Who Will Become an Evangelist 
Exclusively to the Clergy—David 
C. Cook of Elgin Will Defray His 
Salary—Resolutions of Regret. 


The Rev. Dr. John P. Brushingham, for 
nine years pastor of the Firat Methodist 
church, resigned his charge yesterday to 
enter upon a remarkable evangelistic cam- 
paign. With his salary as an evangelist 
paid by one man, David C. Cook ef Higin, he 
will travel about the west, preaching not to 
the public but to the preachers themselves. 

Although his announcement came as a sur- 
prise to the majority of the congregation, 
Dr. Brushingham’s plane were known to his 
close friends and to the trustees of the 
church. The project, it appears, has been 
developing since the general conference of 
1904 at Los Angeles. At that session it was

Dr. Brushingham was responsible in a large 
part for the organization of the commission 
and is its secretary end treasurer. He now 
Will travel throughout the west with the 
bishops comprising the commission, Bishup 
Mallalieu, Bishop Wilson, and Bishop Speil- 
meyer, addressing ministers at their confer-

Preachers to Be “Eva 
The belief of Methodism,’ he said yes- 
terday in explaining his resignation, *‘ i¢ that 
the way to evangelize a church is to make 
each preacher the evangelist of his commu- 
nity.

Theodore S. Henderson of New York, who, 
through the gift of another man of wealth, is 
traveling through the east.“

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


Except in lines where there is never a great 
Geal of activity at this season cf the year 
wholesale trade was reported as being gen- 
erally good. . Conditions governing trade at 
this time of the year have been mainly sat- 
isfactory during the last weer, with the 
result that, while business is nccessarily 
quieter than during the busy wonths, a 
comparison with last year shows a substan- 
tial increase. 

Crop advices, which affect trade to a great 
extent at this season, were almost uniform- 
ally favorable, timely raing in the southwest 
and clearing weather in the northwest help- 
ing growing grain to a large extent.

Retail trade wae re- 
ported as satisfactory, recovering rapidly 
from the depression caused by the inclement 
weather. 

The outlook for the fall trade showed dis- 
tinct improvement as a result of the prac- 
tical assurance of bountiful crope. 

The building and allied industries contin- 
ued to present a scene of unprecedented ac- 
tivity, all branches of the business being 
rushed with work and calling fo: unusual 
efforts on the part of supply rouses to fill 
the demands for material. 


Buying Pig Iron. 

„The past week hes seen a satisfactory 
number of buying orders for pig iron ranging 
from 100 to 500 tons placed, the iron pur- 
chased being both northern and southern 
brands, in which all furnaces are participat- 
ing, and the delivery in most cases not called 
for beyond July,” said David Byans & Co,, 
in their weekly letter. Probably the bulk 
of the orders has gone to northern furnaces, 
m which we include Ohio, the delivered 
price being slightly above those asked for the 
regular Birmingham brands.
